It’s 
easy to install, and works with a 
variety of network adaptors for 
Ethernet, Token Ring, and LocalTalk. 
PhoneNET Talk supports any 
AppleTalk Filing Protocol (AFP) server, 
including servers for Novell’s 
NetWare, Alisa Systems, and Pacer. 
File servers and printers can be made 
automatically available every time 
users turn on their machines. 

The PhoneNET Card PC for 
LocalTalk is a half-size card for the PC 
ISA expansion bus that includes 
PhoneNET Talk software. Also 
included is the reliable PhoneNET
